If a question goes 
into politics it follows political procedure, and 
American political procedure is safe only because 
it permits and does not suppress opinion. - 
ne Prohibitionists put this question into politics.

MIDDLE WEST CONSCIOUSNESS. 
{From the New York Times.] 

It is a surprise to find Tur CHICAGO TRIBUNE plead- 
ing for the development of “ middle west conscious- 
In the benighted east there has been an im- 
pression that the consciousness, not to say the self- 
consciousness, of the middle west was amply devel- 
-}oped. It is a region of great prosperities, of much 
publie spirit, passionately addicted to social and polit- 
ieal reforms, and justly entitled to think no small 
beer of itself; Toward New York, in particular, it 
turns a condescending or a severe eye. New York, in 
the theory of the middle west philosophers, is paroch- 
fal and provincial. In the broader and heartier mid- 
dle west men’s hearts are more open and their views 
are more extensive and unprejudiced. 

Having been tayght to venerate the opinions of the 
middle west, are we now to be told that that fortunate 
région is not conscious of itself, is blind to its own 
merits? This is a thing difficult for its eastern dis- 
‘Ciples to believe. Perhaps a close examination might 
show, indeed, that the name middle west is more com- 
prehensive than the facts warrant. For example, the 
consciousness of Indiana, all for literature and pol- 
itics, must be different from that of Kansas, which is 
all for reform. North Dakota belongs, perhaps, rather 
to Col. Pat Donan's banana belt than to the middle 
west, but, as a member of the latter, its consciousness 
must be more colored by state so¢ialism than that of 
any of its fellow members. 

The consciousness of Illinois might be simpler if 
Chicago and William Hale Thompson and the various 
confusions and complexities of Cook county could be 
set one side. One cannot imagine the same conscious- 
ness for Wisconsin and for Ohio. Possibly our Chi-

The bacilli are supposed to gain en- 
trance through the tonsils, teeth, and 
gums at least in most instances. The 
Infected glands swell, are slightly ten- 
der, pain a little but not much, cause 
an occasional slight fever, and finally 
break down and discharge pus. 


To oure them the drinking: of infected 
milk must stop, the diseased tonsils, teeth 
and gums must be attended to. The most 
important gates of infection having been 
closed, the cure of the disease can be be- 
Rest, open air life, and feeding 
are helpful. Sunlight therapy consists in 
exposing the skin over 
giands to direct sunlight. The exposure 
at first is very brief, but as soon as the 
skin has been burned a deep brown longer 
exposures are permissible. 
must be done gradually that the skin is 
not made sore. 
The best single remedy against tuber- 
culosis of the lymph glands is tuberculin. 
In his book, “ Tuberculosis of the Lym- 
phatic System,” Metcalf says: Tubercu- 
lar adenitis in any stage lends itself 
with great hope of success to the treat- 
ment with tuberculin; cases with suppu-. 
rating glands are markedly improved and 
often subside without any surgical treat- 
Cases that have not 
suppurated are much more promptly and 
more easily cured. 
The dose of tuberculin given should be 
very small. The treatment should be long 
continued, the dose never being large 
enough to cause a reaction.
